T o le d o , Ohio, Dec. 2 3 .—Louis AlUn- 
haugh, the wife killer, who was found 
guilty of manslaughter, was to-day sen­ 
tenced to twenty years in the penitentiary, 
longest term allowed by law. 


The traveller of to-day w>uld find the 
country of which I write vastly different 
in appearance aud in condition, from what 
it was in those times long ago. 
Louis XL was King of France, but king 
cly in came. 
The great feudal lords of 
the provinces were 
sovereign 
princes, 
holding government in their own right. 
The kiogs of Christendom themselves 
were little else than robbers on a large 
acale. 
It was a dull, lowery day, the seven­ 
teenth of August, in the year of our Lord 
Fourteen Hundred aud Fifty-eight, at Als- 
d o ll, which was then within tee 
Grand 
Duchy of Luxembourg, aud ttie summer 
residence of the grand duke. 
On ’this dismal August day tho Grand 
Duke John stood in the outer court of his 
castle, the gates of which were thrown 
wide open, looking upon a 
num ber of 
children who were at play upon the yel- 
vttry sward. Three of them were children 
of his own—two boys aud a girl—and three 
others were children of one of his foresters, 
G akn i’lcard by .name.

sword exercise, showing very plainly, ere 
a dozen passes had been made, that they 
had eagerly pursued the sport, and that 
they had been blessed with the teaching of 
a thorough master. 
John of Luxembourg was not the only 
witness of the boyish passage at arms, 
lo 
the doorway ut a lodge elope at baud stood 
a woman, the mother of Leon Ficard, aud 
she called a companion to witness. 
Tell me, Mignon,’' the mother said, 
“ are they not brave boys?" 
Indeed they arc, Barbara, and were it 
not for the clothes who could tell which 
was the lord's son ?” 
Who, 
indeed I’’ exclaimed Barbara 
Picard. “If my own Leon had on the fine 
velvet and the gold which the other Leon 
wears, be would be every bit as grand.” 
“ Foolish wom an/' said a voice behind 
her, “outward apparel cannot make a hero. 
Look. See your Leou’s weapon dying 
through the air.” 
{She turned, and beheld the duke's secre­ 
tary, Zeta Bethtoni, who, besides attend­ 
ing to his master's literary wants, acted as 
tuior to the children.

A Celebration at Emerald G rove— 
The Thirty-Plerond Anniversary o f 
the Congregational Church o f that 
P lace—Bit*tory o f the Church—Her­ 
mon. L etters, d ie . 
The Emerald Grove 
Congregational 
church celebrated its thirty-second anni­ 
versary on Sunday, Dec. S. 
The pastor preached a very interesting 
historical discourse, and the large emigre 
gallon gathered to participate in the exer­ 
cises, went to their homes, well pleased 
with the services ot the day. 
liev. J. Hindell, pastor, took for bis 
text I Cor. XV. 58, and then proceeded to 
give the history ot the church ct which 
the following is only an abstract: 
After a few Introductory remarks he 
sat J, this church was organized thirty-two 
years ago to day, at the house of the late 
Deacon Erastus Dean. At that time the 
country was new, and the inhabitants 
widely scattered. 
But a few Christian 
families Hying within a radius of five 
miles of the present village, determined to 
have a church, and so on December 5. 
1840, they formally organized with 14 
members. 
OI the original number. tK*re are but 
three connected with the church to-day: 
Father Cheney aad wile, and Mrs. Sarah 
P. Cummings. 
The church steadily grew in numbers 
aud influence from the first, lo 1849 nine 
were added to the church, for the most 
part by profession. 
The greatest number 
of additions at any single communion, oc­ 
curred April 19th, 1850, when 34 persons 
were received into full membership. 
The 
ucxt greatest number received was on 
April 5,1803, when there were twenty- 
two additions, and February 24tb, 1800, 
there were twenty-one united.

Twelve .years after, when he closed his 
labors there were 12T members, or a good 
house of worship, all paid for.

Curtis is now with his son, Rev. Asher 
Curtis, in Hastings, Nebraska. 
Ile u in 
poor health, and may very soon pass away. 
In May, 1803, the fifth pastor, Rev. C.8. 
Shattuck commenced his labors. 
During 
d is pastorate of six and a h a lt years the 
church was greatly blessed and strength­ 
ened. Ile is now the pastor of a church 
in New York. 
The sixth pastor. Rev. II. G. Page came 
to this people in July, 1871, aud remained 
two years. 
With sorrow we read a notice 
of his death last mouth, in Nebraska. 
Rev. R. Miller became the seventh pas­ 
tor. After four years of faithful labor be 
resigned, to accept a call to the Congrega­ 
tional church of Calumet, Michigan. 
During Mr. Foote's pastorate there were 
5 additions; Mr. Thompson’s, 9; Mr. Follz. 
3; Father Curtis’, 117; Mr. Shattuck’*,54 ; 
Mr. Page’s, 4; Mr. Millers, 7. 
Revivals—This church has enjoyed a 
Dumber of precious revivals. Daring the 
ministry 
of Mr. 
Thompson, Father 
Curtis, 
and 
Mr. 
Shattuck, 
there 
were great revivals of religion, and many 
were added to the Church. This church 
has also furnished five young men for the 
ministry; Rev. Asher Curtis, of Nebras­ 
ka; Rev. Hanford Fowle, of Elkhorn; Rev. 
IV. W. Curtis, Missionary to Japao ; Rev. 
C. B. Curtis, of Selma, Alabama; and Rev. 
Russell Lea Cheney, of Bloomington. 
This church furnished twenty-one mea 
for the late war, nine were members and 
twelve were cf the congregation. Of these 
twentv-oae, five gave their lives In de­ 
fense of their country; of these five, three 
were members of the society and two of 
the church. The names of the two were 
George Play ter ani Henry Jones.

closing the discourse the pastor 
said; “And now may the blessing of Al­ 
mighty God rest upon, keep and prosper 
you lu the years to come as He bas in the 
years that are past is the prayer of your 
present pastor.”

Dbab Bkotuee:—Yours of the 25th of Novem­ 
ber came duly to haud,.aud would have received 
an earlier answer, 
but for 
engagements In 
Thanksgiving services and pastoral visitations, 
on my field of labor at Poplar Grove, 
You purpose to celebrate the thirty-second 
anniversary of the organization of the Congrega­ 
tional church at Emerald Grove, and you ask a 
letter from me as its carlyjfriend and helper. It 
Is true, that in concert with Rev. Eba Child, in 
the month of December, 1*46,1 pronounced the 
bans of ecclesiastical matrimony between four­ 
teen dear Christian friends, and became their 
spirit aal godfather. 
A few words In regard to the preliminary es 
gage me nt, may not be out of place, and as a few 
years ol my own history is interwoven with the 
pre historic and early history [of your chnrch, I 
■hall be pardoned for seeming to turn an autobi 
ographer. 
A a ttle orer a year before the organization of 
the church, I bade adieu to Racine, the field of 
some four years" labor, and entered upon a field 
embracing ’ R o c k Prairie and 
Prairie du l.»« 
Three loaded teams, with household goods, head 
cd by my early friend aud brother Russel Che­ 
ney, moved the minister of their choice, to the 
parsonage on the east of ML Zion. It was not 
Bethany nor Bethlehem, nor >*»* the plain of 
the Jordan, but mi^tny Rock prairie, over which 
at ta* north and West towered a diminutive 
mountain, very unlike that where King David 
dwelt 
Once located, there was work upon that 
wide field, riding olten ;fiftecn miles to fill ap­ 
pointments on the Sabbath, and holding three 
services. An experiment loo Olton undertaken 
now and encouraged by Home Missionary com­ 
mittees, and thus laying many of our noblest 
and best m inisters in untimely graves. It was a 
fearful experiment for me. 
Tne winter and 
spring and one-half the summer wore away “in 
labors abundant," when I was prostrated by a 
fever of about seven weeks* duration, much of 
ihe time, holding on to life by a very feeble ten­ 
ure. Before I was well enough to sit up, a Mac­ 
edonian call came from .Janesville. 
A little 
Congregational church, 
recently 
formed, of 
twenty five members, only six .or eight residing 
in the village, dependent upon the Homo M is­ 
sionary Society, called for help. About Itbe lath 
of November, I yielded my pastorate at Milton 
aud Mi. Zion, in order to accept this call, still 
agreeing to supply Emerald Grove one-half the 
time. 
Up to this lime Emerald Grove had been the 
right or left wing of the churches of Janesville I 
and Mi. Zion. The time had now come for a u p I 
arate and distinct organization at the Grove, and I 
ou the memorable 5th of December this was ef- 
r e e d . By the aid of kind friends at tho Grove, 
among whom I desire to mention Mr. and Airs. i 
Erastus Dean, of precious memory, I was ena­ 
bled to furnish my family a home wall its sur­ 
roundings. lier* I boiled to dud a leeidence for i 
years, but God ordered it otherwise, one year's , 
residence in my little home, amid the kindest of I 
friends, and I found ;it necessary to remove to j 
Janesville in order to more ciliciently cultivate | 
that growing field. And so. for another year, or 
until .Nov. a 1*4*. I continued lo* supply b o th 1 
churches. 
Janesville now seemed to demand the chtiie ! 
time of one man, and I yielded to what seemed j 
to be the call of duly, aud In doing so sundered 
my connection with the church at the Grove, 
which was one ol the most painful e* eat* in my 
ministry. Those true friend* can never be for­ 
gotten by their first pastor and his wife. 
The 
memories of those early days arc precious. They 
will be remembered “ when this mortal shall put 
on im m ortality." M ny of those early friends 
have gone beyond the river. Their names are on 
every heart. Of the fourteen, who, thirty-two 
years ago, formed the germ of your church, I 
think not more than onc-tbird are with you now. 
Rev. Mr. Child associated with me then, was one 
of the first called to go up higher. Mr. and Mrs. I 
Dean, Chester, Mrs French aud Susan. Mrs Che- I 
ney, and Mrs, CLC. Cheney also are dead. Probably 
others who “steep that blessed sleep, lrom which J 
none ever wake lo weep."
